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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Your Duty To Vote 


Almost to a man, experienced town officials and politi- 
cal observors have concluded that next Monday’s election 
will be one of the quietest in many years — in fact, they 
predict about 50 percent of the voters will take the trouble 


to vote, 

This is a deplorable situation. 

For whether there are few candidates or many, every 
adult who is registered here should take the few minutes 
needed to go to the precinct polling place and cast a 
ballot. 

There should be considerable interest, generated by 
the knowledge that the offices to be filled are important 
ones, No matter how many issues have, or have not, been 
raised, each voter should measure up to his or her res- 
ponsibility as an intelligent adult. 

In far too many cases, voters are inclined to leave the 
selection of officials up to a relative handful — thus 
abandoning their personal responsibility at election. 

It would be a pleasant surprise next Monday to find that 
the political observors have been wrong — that Andover’s 
voters take their responsibilities seriously and turn out 
in numbers far exceeding the predictions. 


Hear The Experts 


Recreation has become a significant public issue re- 
cently, with the publication of the League of Women 
Voters report and the insertion of a town meeting article 
relating to tennis courts. 

With these two developments, the town’s recreation 
program abruptly departed from the efficiently routine 
Summer programs, becoming an issue which the towns- 
people should examine thoroughly. For now we face the 
prospect of the program being broadened, with great em- 
phasis on recreation for more children and for their parents 
as well. 

It would seem to be the responsibility of every alert 
resident of the community to attend the Recreation Panel 
March 8 in the Central School Auditorium. Only by hearing 
the experiences of others, and thoroughly discussing the 
ideas that might be adapted for use in Andover, can we 
determine to what extent the town’s program should be 
enlarged. 

The formation of a Community Council on recreation, 
which is proposed to follow the panel, should be the 
business of every individual. For such a Council must, 
in the long run, know what the townspeople want in re- 
creation and to what extent they are willing to foot the 
bills. 


Where’s Your Sticker? 


There has been a lot of pro and con discussion of the 
stickers currently being issued to all those who wish to 
use the town dump. 

Most of it centers around the requirement that the 
stickers be afixed to the car windows — preferably the 
“‘wing’’ window on the driver’s side. 

Some folks just don’t like the idea, They prefer to 
leave the windows unobstructed, except for the state- 
required stickers. And they have announced their inten- 
tion to carry the sticker in the glove compartment, where 
it will be available for identification if needed. These 
people wonder if the town can require compliance with 
the ruling, or whether this must be adopted as a by-law 
by the voters at town meeting, 

This is an interesting point — but we think it’s overly 
technical, It is doubtful whether reasonable town officials 
will ever attempt to enforce the rule so stringently that a 
test must be made of it. 

Rather, it would seem that any resident, who can prove 


his right to use the facility, would be admitted to the 
dump, Whether the sticker is on the window, or in the 
glove compartment, would seem only incidental. After 
all, the responsible town officials merely are attempting 
to provide a method for quick identification by having the 
sticker visible, They certainly are not trying to deprive 
residents of their rights.

Taking the $2,270,000 balance, 
the figures indicate that $60,000

Comparing the surplus cash ac- 
count with a year ago, the Finance 
Committee states that $189,666 
remained in this account in 1959,
